Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  th©  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year 
1967,  which  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with 
Ministry  of  Health  Circular  X/68* 

The  Report  is  divided  into  three  parts  - 
Environmental  Health,  which  includes  the  report 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector;  Personal 
Health  and  Welfare,  and  School  Health* 

The  vital  statistics  show  that  the  health  of 
the  community  has  been  exceptionally  good 
during  the  year  under  review*  Apart  from  the 
biennial  epidemic  of  measles,  the  incidence  of 
notifiable  infectious  disease  was  very  low* 

In  subsequent  years  it  will  be  interesting  to 
observe  the  effect  of  the  scheme  for 
immunising  children  against  measles,  which  is 
to  start  in  earnest  next  year* 

I am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year 
staff  vacancies  have  been  few  in  number  and 
that  any  that  have  occurred  have  been  quickly 
filled. 
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As  regards  the  Personal  Health  Service* 
arrangements  for  the  care  of  the  elderly  have 
expanded;  cytology  clinics  for  well  women 
have  been  increased  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
district*  and  an  unusually  extensive 
programme  of  Health  Education  has  been 
provide d9 

The  excellent  office  accommodation  at 
Esher  Lodge  has  done  much  to  maintain  a 
contented  and  co-operative  staff  and*  with 
numerous  different  officers  under  the  same 
roof*  has  proved  a convenience  to  the  public* 

Finally*  I wish  to  thank  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Health  Committee  for  their  most 
helpful  support  throughout  the  year#

POPULATION 

The  Registrar  General5 s estimate  of  the 
population  for  mid  1967  was  62*980*  This  may 
be  compared  with  his  estimate  of  62*650  for  the 
previous  year  and  the  census  1961  figure  of 
60*6XQo 

Births  - During  the  year  825  live  births 
were  registered  (416  males  and  409  females) 
compared  with  866  in  1966* 

The  corrected  birth  rate  per  thousand 
population  was  14*3  compared  with  15*0  in  the 
previous  year* 

There  were  25  premature  births  and  of  these 
23  survived* 

Deaths  - The  total  number  of  deaths 
occurring  amongst  residents  was  633  (300  males 
and  333  females)  compared  with  670  in  1966* 

The  corrected  death  rate  was  9*6  per 
thousand  population  compared  with  a rate  of  10*] 
for  the  previous  yearQ 

The  death  rate*  infant  mortality  and  still- 
birth rates  all  compare  favourably  with  those 
for  England  and  Wales* 
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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA 

Services  Provided  by  the  Regional  Hospital 
Board  - Kingston  Hospital  is  the  main  general 
hospital  for  the  district  providing  both 
in-patient  and  out-patient  facilities . The 
catchment  area  includes  Hinchley  Wood*  The 
Dittons,  East  and  West  Moles©/,  Claygate  and 
Esher©  Cob ham  and  Qxshott  come  within  the  Epsom 
District  Hospital  Group  and  the  residents  are 
similarly  served  by  the  general  hospital* 

Cases  of  notifiable  infectious  disease  are 
normally  admitted  to  Tolworth  Isolation  Hospital* 

In  addition  the  needs  of  the  residents  and 
the  general  medical  practitioners  are  conveniently 
met  by  three  small  hospitals  - Molesey  Hospital, 
Thames  Ditton  Hospital  and  Gobham  Hospital® 
Residents  also  make  use  of  facilities  provided 
by  the  Teaching  Hospitals  in  the  London  area* 

Laboratory  Services  - The  laboratories  of  the 
Kingston  and  Epsom  Hospitals  are  available  for 
examination  of  specimens  sent  in  by  general 
practitioners© 

The  Ministry  of  Health,  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Epsom,  is  available  for  the 
examination  of  any  pathological  specimens  and 
the  bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of 
milk,  ice-cream,  and  water*  The  staff  of  the 
Laboratory  are  prepared  to  advise  and  assist 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  cases  of 
outbreak  of  communicable  disease » 

Mortuary  Service  - A mortuary  located  within 
the  grounds  of  Epsom  Hospital  covers  the  needs 
of  the  district  and  for  this  service  an  annual 
payment  is  made  to  the  Authority  coneernedo 
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During  the  year  74  bodies  were  received  in 
Epsom  and  Feltham  Mortuaries  from  this 
district « 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948.  Section  47* 
NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  (Amendment)  ACT,  1951, 

Section  (l) 

Perhaps  one  of  the  most  difficult  problems 
is  how  to  deal  with  elderly  or  chronically  sick 
people  who  are  neglecting  themselves  and  their 
accommodation  and  who  refuse  all  offers  of  help 
and  resent  interferences  Every  effort  is  made 
to  persuade  them  to  be  reasonable  but  when  this 
fails  it  is  sometimes  necessary  to  make  use  of 
the  powers  of  compulsory  removal  provided  under 
the  above  Acts*  One  such  case  occurred 
during  the  year® 

This  was  the  case  of  a woman  aged  82  who 
lived  alone o She  neglected  herself  and  her 
accommodation,  and  became  most  insanitary  in 
spite  of  a great  deal  of  effort  by  the  District 
Nurse  and  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department 
The  situation  gradually  deteriorated,  and  the 
old  woman  became  ill  with  oedema  and  ulceration 
of  both  legs s 

In  the  circumstances  application  was  made 
to  a Magistrate  for  a Compulsory  Removal  Order 
under  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act 
1951®  This  was  granted  and  the  patient  was 
removed  to  hospital  the  same  day* 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 

INFECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES* 

Measles o-  The  usual  biennial  epidemic,  which 
started  late  in  the  Autumn  of  1966,  continued 
throughout  the  Spring  until  early  Summer * 
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54$  cases  were  notified  and  four  children  were 
so  ill  that  they  required  admission  to  hospital® 

A successful  scheme  for  vaccination  against 
this  disease  would  prevent  an  illness  which  is 
occasionally  dangerous , sometimes  leads  to 
chronic  ill  health  and  causes  much  work  and 
worry  to  those  concerned  with  the  care  and 
treatment® 

Food  poisoning Eight  cases  of  food 
poisoning  were  notified  and  investigated®  Of 
these  in  four  cases  the  causal  organism  was 
Salmonella  typhimurium*  in  one  case  Salmonella 
panama,  and  two  cases  Salmonella  enteritidis® 

The  cases  due  to  Salmonella  typhimurium  were 
isolated  incidents  and  the  sources  of  infection 
could  not  be  established  with  any  certainty® 

The  case  of  a child  infected  with  Salmonella 
panama  was  of  interest  to  the  Central  Public 
Health  Laboratory  as  it  is  not  yet  known  by 
which  foods  the  organism  is  most  often 
conveyed®  Infection  appeared  to  have 
originated  in  a restaurant  in  another  district* 
but  careful  investigation  proved  negative® 

Salmonella  enteritidis  ««>  On  9th  August*  1967* 
information  was  received  from  a local  doctor 
that  two  people  had  arrived  by  air  from  Vienna 
and  had  been  taken  acutely  ill  with  symptoms  of 
food  poisoning®  They  had  a meal  in  the  plane 
at  10*30  a.m.  which  included  salad  with 
mayonnaise*  and  symptoms  began  at  6® 30  p.m« 
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Specimens  were  sent  to  the  laboratory  for 
investigation  and  those  responsible  for  the 
air-line  concerned  ware  informed  that  the  meal 
on  the  plane  was  thought  to  have  been  the 
source  of  infection*  It  then  emerged  that  a 
stewardess  and  two  stewards  from  the  same 
flight  had  been  taken  ill.  at  about  the  same 
time  a 

Vienna  airport  was  informed  and  investigations 
there  led  to  closure  of  the  supplying 
restaurants  It  was  later  reported  that  there 
were  over  200  similar  cases  in  Vienna  including 
more  than  70  acutely  ill  in  hospital*  In  all 
cases  the  causal  organism  was  Salmonella 
enteritidis© 

Scabies®-  The  incidence  of  this  condition 
in  the  district  is  very  low  but  three  separate 
incidents  occurred  during  the  year* 

(i)  Three  adults  and  eight  children*  all 
very  close  contacts  were  found  to  be 
suffering®  Arrangements  were  made  for 
all*  together  with  the  bedding*  to  be 
transported  to  a Cleansing  Station  in 
a neighbouring  borough® 

Treatment  was  effective  and  there  was 
no  recurrence* 

(ii)  A mother  and  two  children  living  in 

temporary  accommodation  were  found  to 
be  infected*  Similar  arrangements 
ware  mad©  for  treatment  and  the 
patients  were  cured® 

(ill)  A single  man  was  reported  suffering 

from  scabies  by  his  doctor*  Treatment 
was  provided  and  he  then  left  the 
district o 
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Anthrax®-  In  May  information  was  received 
that  a cow  had  died  from  anthrax  and  that  the 
cowman  concerned  with  the  animal  was  himself 
ill As  a precaution  the  cowman  was  admitted 
to  hospital  as  a possible  case®  He  was 
discharged  after  eight  days  having  suffered 
from  what  was  probably  an  influenzal  illness e 
His  wife  and  ten  children  were  kept  under 
observation  but  all  remained  perfectly  fit® 

The  Inspector  under  the  Diseases  of  Animals 
Act  took  appropriate  administrative  action  and 
supervised  disinfection  of  the  farm®  No 
further  cases  occurred® 

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 

The  scheme  for  vaccination  against  measles 
in  early  childhood  which  started  lat©  in  1966 
was  continued  throughout  the  year^  and  150 
children  were  given  a course  of  two  injections® 
The  first  injection  consisted  of  a dose  of 
killed  vaccine , the  second  of  attenuated  measles 
virus  vaccine® 

In  December  notification  was  received  from 
the  Ministry  of  Health  that  killed  vaccine  was 
no  longer  being  manufactured  and  that 
immunisation  against  measles  was  best  effected 
by  means  of  one  dose  of  live  attenuated  vaccine 
alone o It  was  further  stated  that  the  vaccine 
should  be  given  in  the  second  year  of  life 
after  the  basic  course  of  immunisation  against 
diphtheria*  tetanus*  whooping  cough  and 
poliomyelitis® 
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Basic  Immunisation*-  At  the  same  time  the 
Ministry  of  Health  recommended  that  a single 
schedule  of  immunisation  in  childhood  should 
b©  adopted  which  changes*  in  several  ways*  the 
existing  procedure « Arrangements  are  being 
mad©  for  the  adoption  next  year  of  a uniform 
procedure  throughout  the  County® 

BeCeG.  vaccination  against  tuberculosis  is 
offered  to  school  children  in  their  twelfth 
year®  It  provides  useful  immunity  to 
tuberculosis  during  their  period  of  adolescence 
when  they  are  most  susceptible* 


In  the  tables  which  follow  will  be  found  a 
summary  of  statistics  relating  to  these  and 
other  matters*  while  the  report  of  the  Chief 
Public  Health  Inspector  presents  a summary  of 
the  extensive  routine  visiting  and  sampling 
which  is  carried  out  in  the  district*  Such 
vigilance  continues  to  be  necessary  and 
indeed  the  routine  work  of  the  Inspectors 
increases  with  each  successive  year®

To  the  Chairman  and  Members 

of  the  Urban  District  Council  of  Esher 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen* 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  sixth  annual 
report*  for  the  year  1967* 

The  improvement  of  older  properties  by  the 
provision  of  the  five  standard  amenities  has 
continued  to  occupy  the  attention  of  the 
department • During  the  year  under  review  two 
exhibitions  were  held  on  Hygiene  in  the  Home 9 
and  Safety  in  the  Home*  Aspects  of  both  health 
and  welfare  were  covered  and  opportunities 
were  taken  to  publicise  the  availability  of 
Improvement  Grants®  Notification  was  also  sent 
to  agents  and  owners  of  properties  in  the  form 
of  a circular  letter  urging  them  to  take 
advantage  of  the  grants  which  are  offered® 

Certain  difficulties  do  arise  in  relation  to 
this  aspect  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector*  s 
work*  Owners  of  property  who  are  elderly  and 
who  lack  capital  are  reluctant  to  apply  for 
grants  because  of  their  advanced  years  and  the 
fact  that  they  are  unlikely  to  receive  any 
financial  benefit  by  way  of  return  from  the 
permitted  twelve  and  half  per  cent  increase 
allowed  in  the  rent  of  the  improved  property® 

On  the  other  hand  many  elderly  tenants  refuse 
to  accept  improved  facilities  as  they  do  not 
want  the  i^orry  involved  in  the  general  upheaval 
caused  when  the  work  is  carried  out* 
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Mention  is  mad©  in  the  report  of  the 
connection  of  some  fifty  dwellings  on  the 
Crown  Estate  at  Oxshott  to  the  public  sewer. 
In  this  project  close  liaison  between  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  the  Engineer  & 
Surveyor ! s staff  was  maintained  and  the 
resultant  improvement  in  the  environmental 
health  conditions  of  the  residents  will  be 
marked# 

Food  complaints  by  members  of  the  public 
were  iw®nty~six  per  cent  less  than  in  1966® 
This  is  an  encouraging  trend*  In  connection 
with  food  hygiene  it  may  not  be  fully 
realised  by  members  of  the  public  that  they 
can  themselves  do  a great  deal  to  further 
clean  food  handling  by  pointing  out  on  the 
spot  to  managers  and  assistants  any 
unhygienic  practice* 

In  conclusion*  I would  like  to  thank  the 
Chairman  and  members  of  th©  Health  Committee 
and  Dr*  Pereira  and  Officers  in  the  other 
departments  for  their  valued  help  and  support* 
The  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  other 
technical  and  office  staff  have  worked 
admirably  during  th©  year  and  I am  sure  the 
following  report  will  illustrate  the  extent 
of  their  work®

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HOUSING,  DRAINAGE  AND  MATER  SUPPLY 

Included  in  this  item  of  the  report , in 
tabulated  form,  are  details  of  action  taken 
following  inspection  or  complaint  in  respect 
of  damp  conditions , unsatisfactory  drainage , 
and  other  defects  in  dwelling  houses* 

A Ministry  of  Housing  & Local  Government 
report  drawn  up  by  the  Sub-Committee  of  the 
Central  Housing  Advisory  Committee  entitled 
n Our  Older  Homes  * a call  for  action’1  was 
received  during  the  year*  (The  Bonington  Report). 

The  Committee  deal  very  thoroughly  with  the 
need  for  Local  Authorities  to  complete  their 
programmes  of  demolition  and  clearance  of  bad 
properties  and  the  improvement  and  maintenance 
of  the  better  old  houses® 

The  Committee  say  they  consider  the  nations 
houses  to  be  a vital  national  asset,  whether 
they  are  publicly  or  privately  owned* 

Early  in  th©  report,  however,  they  make  it 
clear  that  it  is  not  easy  to  decide  on  the  point 
at  which  it  becomes  more  worthwhile  to  replace 
a house  than  to  improve  it*  Some  difficulties 
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are  often  experienced  on  this  point  in  relation 
to  the  Esher  district  because  of  the  high  value 
of  houses  in  the  area® 

The  Committee  careful!/  considered  fitness 
standards  for  dwellings  and  their  suggested 
standard  is  outlined  in  the  reports 

From  an  interest  point  of  view  this  is  as 
follows?- 

(a)  b©  in  a satisfactory  state  of  repair; 

(b)  b@  free  from  progressive  instability; 

(c)  be  substantially  free  from  damp; 

(d)  have  adequate  natural,  lighting  to 

each  habitable  room; 

(©)  be  provided  -with  adequate  means  of 
ventilation  throughout; 

(f)  have  an  adequate  supply  of  wholesome 

wafer  laid  on  in  the  dwelling; 

(g)  have  a satisfactory  system  for  the 

drainage  and  disposal  of  foul  and 
surface  water; 

(h)  have  a.  suitably  located  and  satisfactory 

sanitary  convenience  for  the  exclusive 
use  of  the  occupants*  ‘with  access  under 
permanent  cover; 

(i)  have  adequate  and  suitable  ventilated 

provision  for  the  storage  of  food^  a 
suitable  sink  with  cold  water  supply 
and  impervious  draining  surface*  and 
either  a satisfactory  built-in  cookar 
or  a gas  or  ©lac tricity  connection 
for  a cooker; 

(j)  b@  free  from  internal  bad  arrangement; 

(k)  have  a satisfactory  installation 

providing  adequate  artificial  lightings 
by  gas  or  electricity  if  reasonably 
available; 
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and  a dwelling  should  be  regarded  as  unfit 
if  it  is  so  far  defective  in  respect  of  any 
on@  of  these  matters  or  in  respect  of  any 
combination  of  two  or  more  such  matters* 
that  it  is  not  reasonably  suitable  for 
occupation^ 

It  is  interesting  to  note  whilst  this  standard 
goes  very  much  further  than  th©  present  one  which 
is  in  use  and  which  is  detailed  in  Section  4 of 
the  Housing  Act  1957*  there  is  no  mention  of  a 
bath  or  bathroom  or  a supply  of  hot  water* 

These  matters,  can  of  course*  always  be  taken 
care  of  providing  an  owner  is  prepared  to  taka 
advantage  of  an  improvement  grant* 

The  suggested  standard  is  progressive  compared 
with  the  present  one  and  the  report  makes  th© 
point  that  housing  conditions  should  be  kept  under 
continuous  review f They  point  out  that  if 
houses  are  allowed  to  become  unfit  when  this  can 
be  prevented  or  delayed*  they  will  have  to  be 
replaced*  usually  by  the  Local  Authority*  at  a 
substantial  expense  to  the  community £ Th© 
Committee  considered  that  there  is  a public 
interest  in  ensuring  a reasonable  level  of 
maintenance  for  all  houses  and.  that  repair  and 
improvement  should  be  looked  at  as  part  of  the 
same  effort  to  preserve  the  national  asset 
represented  by  the  stock  of  existing  houses* 

They  feel  that  this  will  have  implications  for 
legislation  on  repair  and.  improvement,  which 
hitherto  hav©  tended  to  be  dealt  with  in 
separata  compartments* 

Concern  for  the  individual  is  always 
uppermost  in  the  mind  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  and  this  is  underlined  by  the  report 
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where  it  goeaks  of  the  danger  of  slowing  down 
programmes.  Fifteen  years  they  say  is  the 
length  of  a childhood  and  many  children  are 
brought  up  in  unsatisfactory  conditions o 

Environmental  conditions  relevant  to  fitness 
for  habitation  are  also  discussed  in  the  report. 
The  Committee  states  that  more  emphasis  neeos 
to  be  placed  on  the  effect  of  unsatisfactory 
environment  on  housing  condition.-, . 

Importance  is  attached  to  freedom  from 
excessive  noise 9 including  trail ie  noise  and 
smoke , dust,  vibrations  and  offensive  smells. 
Enough  air  space,  garage  facilities  and 
children  play  spaces  are  mentioned  ana  also 
local  public  facilities.  Hare  the  report 
emphasises  the  need  for  close  co-operation 
between  housing,  planning  and  public  healtft 
authorities  o 

During  the  year  a report  was  made  ic^  this 
Council  giving  a general  appraisal  of  the 
situation  in  relation  to  the  improvement  oi 
older  houses  within  the  Esher  Urban  District. 

In  respect  of  voluntary  improvement 
publicity  undertaken  during  1967  included  a 
section  in  the  Hygiene  in  the  Home  Exhibition -- 
which  was  organised  by  the  department  -covering 
all  aspects  of  home  improvement,  advertisements 
in  the  local  press,  and  circulars  to  property _ 
owners  and  agents.  The  Exhibition  was  mounted 
in  different  parts  of  the  district  and  went  on 

for  six  weeks e 

Door  to  door  surveys  were  made  in  certain 
selected  streets  and.  where  dwellings  were  found 
without  the  basic  amenities  letters  ware  sent 
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to  owners  pointing  out  th©  availability  and. 
advantages  of  improvement  grants  * 


It  can  be  seen  from  these  surveys*  that 
the  properties  in  need  of  improvement  are 
not  in  concentrated  groups  and  this  makes 
th©  task  more  difficult « The  results  of 
some  of  these  surveys  are  tabulated  bfclows-

A tenant  is  empowered  under  the  Housing  Act 
1964  to  seek  the  compulsory  improvement  of  the 
dwelling  he  occupies  by  application  to  th® 
Local  Authority  for  the  prescribed  action  to 
be  taken* 

The  procedure  under  the  Act  is  cumbersome 
and  lengthy*  It  involves  three  definite 
stages  apart  from  any  appeals  or  court 
proceedings  which  result  from  the  service 
of  notices 0 


The  first  stage  is  that  notice  is  given  to 
the  person  in  control  of  the  dwelling  that  a 
representation  has  been  received  from  the 
tenant* 
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The  second  stag©  is  known  as  a preliminary 
notice  which  is  in  the  form  of  a notice  of 
time  and  place*  when  discussion  can  take  place 
with  the  officers  about  the  necessary 
improvements  * The  notice  must  also  state  what 
works  are  required  to  improve  the  property  and 
th©  estimated  cost  thereof*  This  must  be 
served  on  all  interested  parties  in  addition 
to  the  person  receiving  the  rent  of  th©  property* 

The  last  stage  is  th©  service  of  an  immediate 
improvement  notice  which?  rather  contrary  to 
its  title*  allows  twelve  months  for  the  works 
to  be  done* 

Forty-five  applications  for  compulsory 
improvement  were  received  since  the  commencement 
of  th©  Act  up  to  the  3 1st  December  1967  and  the 
following  action  resulted* 


(a)  Dwellings  where  improvements 

completed  - 8 

(b)  Applications  withdrawn  by  tenants  - 10 

(c)  Representations  notified  to 

persons  in  control  of  dwelling  - 12

Some  works  are  in  progress  in  respect  of 
items  (c)  (d)  and  (e)  and  some  applications

FOOD  SAMPLING 

During  th®  year  176  samples  of  food  and  drugs 
were  taken  and  submitted  for  analysis;  th® 
number  of  samples  taken  is  equivalent  to  an 
average  of  three  per  thousand  of  the  estimated 
population.  Of  the  samples  taken  13  were 
reported  upon  adversely  and  this  represented 
7*4  par  cent  of  the  total  number.  Adverse 
reports  deal  almost  exclusively  with  the 
labelling  or  advertising  of  the  product * for 
example  a food  manufacturer  will  includ® 
amongst  the  list  of  ingredients  printed  on  the 
label  of  the  foodstuff*  a generic  term*  In  the 
case  of  vinegar  this  could  be  malt*  spirit* 
win©  or  acetic  acid. 

In  view  of  th®  increase  in  medicinal 
preparations  th©  Public  Analyst  suggested  an 
increase  in  th©  number  of  samples  of  drugs  and 
medicines*  This  has  been  done  as  will  be  seen 
in  the  list  of  samples© 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  many  of  the 
smaller  shop-keepers*  in  order  to  compete  with 
the  supermarkets*  have  greatly  increased  their 
selection  of  foodstuffs  from  abroad*

Where  there  has  been  an  adverse  report  it 
has  often  necessitated  lengthy  correspondence 
with  th©  importers*  and  subsequently  the 
manufacturers*  but  it  is  pleasing  to  report 
that  all  these  adverse  reports  have  been 
settled  informally. 


Last  year  details  were  given  of  a survey 
to  be  undertaken  at  the  request  of  th© 
Association  of  Public  Analysts  for 
examination  into  the  possible  contamination 
of  foodstuffs  by  pesticide  residues.  As 
the  first  year  of  the  survey  was  not 
completed  until  August  1967  it  was  not 
possible  to  give  any  details  of  this  work*

Th®  investigation  involves  the  examination 
for  residues  of  organo-chlorine  pesticides 
using  gas  and  liquid  chromotography.  Samples 
are  also  examined  by  a biological  test  and 
where  a positive  response  is  obtained  which 
is  not  explained  by  an  organo-chlorin® 
pesticide , further  examination  is  made  for 
organo-phosphorus  compounds.  Samples  are  also 
examined  for  the  presence  of  lead,  arsenic  and 
mercury  residues.  One  hundred  and  forty- four 
samples  were  taken  in  Zone  2 in  th©  period 
August  1966  to  March  1967.  (Zone  2 includes 
Authorities  in  Berkshire,  Bucking hams hire, 
Hampshire,  Kent,  Oxfordshire,  Surrey  and 
Sussex),  of  these  samples  4$  have  been  found 
to  b©  contaminated  by  pesticides  although  it 
should  be  explained  that  this  may  not  render 
the  foodstuff  unfit  sine®  there  is  a standard 
laid  down  for  permitted  and  maximum  amounts 
of  pesticides®

MEASUREMENT  OF  AIR  POLLUTION 


Observations  have  been  continued  at 
Moles ay  and  Thames  Ditton  volumetric 
stations  and  the  average  results  are  shown 
in  the  tables  overleaf*  for  the  /ear  1967® 

It  is  unwise  to  generalise  about  the 
results  obtained  because  weather  conditions 
can  play  a large  part  in  influencing  the 
readings*  The  lack  of  foggy  conditions  in 
this  area  in  recent  years  has  been 
particularly  marked*  Whilst  I am  encouraged 
to  say  that  readings  for  smoke  and  sulphur 
dioxide  show  a decline  on  average  over  the 
last  two  or  three  years  it  may  be  too 
early  to  say  that  this  reduction  in 
pollution  will  be  continued* 

Perhaps  the  major  influences  on  the 
reduction  of  pollution  are  (i)  the 
installation  of  many  efficient  central 
heating  systems  where  one  fire  using  one 
chimney  replaces  the  use  of  several 
individual  fires  and  (ii)  where  young 
married  couples  in  a dwelling  are  both  out 
at  work  during  the  day  quick  heating  gas 
or  electric  fires  are  installed  which  are 
only  switched  on  when  the  occupants  return 
home  from  business® 
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The  new  Building  Regulations  include 
provisions  which  require  the  lining  of  the 
flues  of  all  new  chimneys  which  are 
constructed*  This  is  a significant  advance 
well  worthy  of  note*  The  sight  of  leaning, 
cracked  and  badly  stained  chimneys  is  all 
too  common*  Th©  adverse  effect  of  corrosive 
gasses  end  condensate  in  chimney  flues  which 
spoil  the  walls  in  living  rooms  and  bedrooms 
on  internal  chimney  breasts  is  also  well 
known*  Th©  lining  of  flues  will  undoubtedly 
go  a very  long  way  towards  preventing  these 
ills  in  properties  constructed  since  the 
regulations  have  come  into  force  as  well  as 
making  for  more  efficient  and  economical 
operation  of  fuel  burning  appliances® 

Th©  Building  Regulations  also  go  into 
detail  on  th©  important  question  of  chimney 
heights  in  relation  to  dwelling  houses®

The  year  196?  has  not  produced  any  major 
changes  from  the  previous  years  with  regard 
to  the  working  of  the  Act® 

The  number  of  new  premises  is  roughly 
cancelled  by  the  closure  of  others 9 though 
there  would  appear  to  be  a fairly  rapid 
change  in  usage  and  proprietors  to  some 
undertakings  in  comparison  to  say  five 
years  ago®  The  indications  ar©  that  th© 
small  shop-keeper  is  finding  it  more  and 
more  difficult  to  survive® 

It  has  been  found  in  th©  supermarkets 
the  cashier  staff  find  some  difficulty  in 
keeping  warm  in  the  winter  months.  The 
cash  registers  ara  always  sited  near  th© 
shop  entrance* 

Although  the  staff  are  ©quipped 
generally  with  individual  heaters*  the 
mass  of  cold  air  entering  a busy  shop  by 
th©  doors  is  very  difficult  to  combat* 

It  would*  in  my  opinion^  b©  advisable  to 
include  in  future  designs  of  such  premises, 
a well  heated  enclosed  lobby  at  the  entrance 
which  would  prevent  th©  entry  of  cold  air 
and  help  to  maintain  a reasonable  temperature* 
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The  majority  of  accidents  have  been  caused 
by  falls.  Th©  soles  of  modern  footwear  often 
become  vary  slippery  when  wet  and  may  well  b© 
a contributory  factor  in  these  accidents 9

Ante-natal  and  post-natal  supervision  is 
provided  by  general  hospitals  at  Kingston, 
Guildford  and  Epsom,  by  general  practitioners, 
by  midwives,  and  at  the  three  main  local 
authority  clinics* 

Co-operation  between  the  hospitals  and  th© 
local  clinics  is  satisfactory  and  th©  midwives 
work  closely  with  th©  responsible  general 
practitioners* 

In  addition,  regular  relaxation  classes  and 
mothereraft  sessions  are  held  at  the  three  main

The  district  has  the  services  of  lu  genera 
Health  Visitors , of  whom  8 are  full-time  and 
ar©  part-time®  One  member  of  the  full-time 
staff  devotes  half  her  time  to  Health 
Education® 

In  addition  to  the  above,  a Health  Visitor 
devotes  half  her  time  to  the  after  car©  of 
Chest  Clinic  patients*  and  otherwise  cares 
for  the  elderly  as  Geriatric  Health  Visitor 
in  the  Gob ham  area® 

HEALTH  VISITOR  ATTACHMENT: 

In  January  1967  arrangements  were  mad©  for 
two  Health  Visitors  to  be  attached  to  a group 
of  fiv©  general  practitioners  who  worked  from 
a Central  Surgery  in  Moles ©y*  They  were 
provided  with  an  office  at  the  Central  Surgery* 
together  with  a separate  telephone,  Th© 
practice  was  concentrated  mainly  in  Moles ey; 
there  was  an  adequate  case  load  for  th©  two 
whole-time  Health  Visitors*  and  visiting  in 
outlying  areas  was  minimal. 


ro  m 
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The  Forum  Clinic  is  located  quite  close  to 
the  Central  Surgery  and*,  since  the  majority  of 
mothers  and  children  who  attend  are  patients 
of  the  group  practice , it  was  convenient  for 
the  attached  Health  Visitors  to  continue  to 
be  present  at  the  Infant  Welfare  and  other 
sessions  provided*  Similarly  the  Health 
Visitors  were  able  to  retain  responsibility 
for  the  schools  in  the  area  where  most  of  th© 
children  are  patients  of  the  group  practice* 

An  unattached  Health  Visitor  was  made 
responsible  for  all  remaining  families  in 
the  area  and  lias  a reasonably  adequate  case 

load. 

The  scheme  appears  to  have  been  beneficial 
to  all  concerned.  The  doctors  have  appreciated 
closer  co-operation  with  the  local  authority 
services,  and  have  had  much  greater 
opportunities  for  discussing  their  cases  with 
the  Health  Visitor  concerned.  The  Health 
Visitors  have  enjoyed  easier  access  to  the 
general  practitioners  and  have  had  a more 
complete  picture  of  their  families  in  sickness 
and  in  health.  The  patients  themselves  have 
benefited  from  this  increased  co-operation, 
which  has  often  meant  that  available  service© 
have  been  brought  into  operation  with  less 
delay  than  formerly. 

Two  District  Nurses  work  in  the  area  under 
the  direct  instructions  of  the  general 
practitioners*  They  are  not  officially 
{l attached”  but,  in  fact,  most  of  their  cases 
are  patients  of  the  group  of  doctors,  so  that 
again  co-operation  is  very  close. 
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The  n attachment”  of  local  authority  staff  to 
general  practitioners  working  in  groups  is 
gaining  popularity  throughout  the  country*  The 
ideal  is  for  general  practitioners  and  local 
authority  staffs  to  work  from  purpose  built 
n Health  Centres1* » The  proposed  new  Clinic  at 
Giggs  Hill  Green  will  not  be  provided  with  a 
general  practitioner  suite  of  consulting  rooms 
since  the  doctors  in  the  area  practise  single- 
handed*  However,  the  proposed  Clinic  has  been 
so  planned  that  such  accommodation  could  be 
built  on  if,  at  any  time  in  the  future,  the 
local  doctors  should  become  interested# 


SECTION  25 
HOME  NURSING 

Esher  employs  13  whole-time  district  nurses, 
of  whom  7 undertake  the  combined  duties  of 
district  nurse/midwife.  Each  has  her  own 
district,  but  for  convenience  of  administration 
they  work  in  11  groups”,  relieving  each  other  for 
off  duty  times.  In  addition,  there  are  3 part- 
time  nurses  doing  regular  work  and  able  to 
increase  their  hours  as  required,  to  cover 
holidays  and  sickness# 

They  work  under  the  general  practitioners, 
who  contact  them  direct  when  they  require  their 
services  for  a patient* 

About  70  per  cent  of  the  tim©  of  the  district 
nurses  is  spent  assisting  the  elderly  and  the 
chronic  sickc.

TUBERCULOSIS  AND  DISEASES  OF  THE  CHEST 


The  Chest  Clinic  for  residents  of  the  whole 
of  the  Urban  District  is  located  at  Kingston 
Hospital,  Originally  such  clinics  were  set  up 
specifically  for  the  diagnosis  and  treatment 
of  tuberculosis,  but  with  the  steady  decline 
in  the  incidence  of  this  disease*  the  clinics 

1/ 

have  assumed  responsibility  for  the  diagnosis, 
treatment  and  care  of  patients  suffering  from 
other  diseases  of  the  chest 


«s  a- 
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The  Consultant  in  charge  has  control  of 
in-patient  beds  and  can  arrange  admission  to 
hospital  as  required.  In  addition  to  other 
medical  staff  he  has  the  services  of  a Chest 
Clinic  Almoner * who  attends  to  the  social 
problems  of  the  patients*  arranging  for  free 
milk  and  other  supplements*  which  aim  at 
reducing  mental  anxiety*  improving  nutrition* 
and  so  speeding  recovery.  He  also  has  the 
services  of  a Health  Visitor*  who  supervises 
th©  patients  in  their  homes*  ensures  that 
family  contacts  are  properly  investigated*  and 
that  the  patients  attend  th®  clinic  regularly 
for  supervision. 

During  1967  the  following  numbers  of 
residents  of  the  Esher  Urban  District  attended 
th©  Kingston  Chest  Clinics* 

New  Gases  Old  Gases  Total 

404  1*455  1*859 

Skin  tests  were  carried  out  on  119  patients 
and  of  these  46  were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  to 
give  protection  against  tuberculosis. 

Th©  Chest  Clinic  has  a Voluntary  Car© 
Committee  for  raising  funds*  which  are 
supplemented  by  the  local  authorities  in  the 
Clinic  catchment  area*  The  money  is  used  to 
help  patients  to  obtain  extra  food*  clothing* 
bedding*  and  other  necessities « 

Th©  Standing  Conference  of  Car©  Committees 
hires  beach  chalets  to  provide  holidays  for  a 
number  of  families  of  those  who  attend  th© 

Chest  Clinic,  and  the  Surrey  Education  Committee 
makes  Sheephatch  School  available  for  child 
contacts  for  two  weeks  each  summer* 
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The  County  Occupational  Therapy  Unit  employs 
trained  staff*  who  will  visit  the  pati@ntss 
home  and  provide  all  the  necessary  instruction 
and  materials  for  suitable  therapy® 

CARE  OF  THE  ELDERLY 

During  the  year  two  Health  Visitors  were  each 
devoting  half  their  time  to  the  car©  of  the 
elderly®  This  arrangement  has  proved  outstand- 
ingly successful  as  it  has  been  found  that  by 
seeking  out  the  elderly  who  ar@  in  need  of  help 
or  supervision,  case  loads  have  risen  to  over 
300  for  each  Health  Visitor,  and  a great  deal 
of  helpful  preventative  work  has  been  don©. 


Experience  shows  that  the  demand  continues 
to  grow  and  there  is  a case  for  increasing  the 
staff  establishment  for  this  particular  work. 

The  general  Health  Visitors  are  so  occupied 
with  the  car©  and  education  of  mothers  and 
children,  that  they  do  not  have  sufficient  time 
to  deal  fully  with  the  needs  of  the  elderly  in 
their  districts a 

Screening  Clinics  for  th©  Elderly 

Weekly  sessions  for  the  care  of  th©  elderly 
are  h©ld  at  th©  Clinics  in  Esher,  Cob ha m and 
Molesey.  Th©  organisation  of  these  sessions  is  tl 
in  the  hands  of  the  Geriatric  Health  Visitors, 
and  attendances  hav©  steadily  increased®  One© 
a month  an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  attends 
to  provide  medical  cover  and  to  refer  to  the 
general  practitioner  any  ©ld©rly  person  found 
to  be  in  need  of  treatment.  Advice  is  given 
on  diet,  and  useful  food  supplements  are 
available  at  reduced  prices®  Facilities  exist 
for  simple  physiotherapy,  chiropody,  provision 
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of  hearing  aids  and  chest  x-rays « Reports  on 
the  findings  are  sent  to  the  general 
practitioner  periodically*  and  treatment  such 
as  physiotherapy  is  only  provided  with  his 
concurrence *

Consultant  Geriatrician*  based  at  Kingston 
Hospital®  She  has  the  assistance  of  Medical 
Officers*  a Health  Visitor*  and  an  Almoner* 
and  controls  beds  into  which  the  patients 
can  be  admitted®  The  Health  Visitor  supervises 
the  needs  of  patients  awaiting  admission  to 
hospital*  and  also  those  who  are  returned  home 
after  in-patient  treatment*  Her  function  is 
not  the  same  as  that  of  the  Geriatric  Health 
Visitors  mentioned  earlier*  whose  aim  is  to 
prevent  deterioration  and  reduce  the  need  for 
hospital  admission* 
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Residents  of  Cobhasi  and  Oxshott  are  within 
the  Catchment  Area  of  the  Epsom  Group  Hospital 
Management  Committee  and  are  admitted  to  the 
geriatric  beds  of  Epsom  District  Hospital  and 
other  hospitals  of  the  Group*  Patients 
recommended  for  admission  are  visited  by  the 
Physician  and  the  Geriatric  Almoner*  so  that 
an  assessment  can  b©  made  of  the  relative 
urgency  of  each  patient* s need* 

Aids  for  the  Elderly 

Under  this  scheme  elderly  people  can  be 
supplied  with  various  11  aids*1,  such  as  handrails 
bath  seats*  walking  aids*  etc.  If  the  total 
cost  of  the  aids  is  under  £10  they  may  be 
supplied  free  on  loan  until  no  longer  required. 
Alternatively*  if  the  patient  so  desires*  they 
may  be  purchased  outright  at  reasonable  prices* 
The  demand  for  such  aids  was  considerable,  and 
for  this  reason  sometimes  lengthy  periods 
©lapsed  before  they  were  supplied*  By  the  ©nd 
of  the  year  84  patients  had  been  supplied  with 
173  aids. 

This  is  thought  to  be  a most  valuable 
service,  in  that  it  helps  to  increase  the 
independence  of  the  elderly  infirm,  and  helps 
to  prevent  accidents,  which  so  often  result  in 
hospital  admission, 

RECUPERATIVE  HOLIDAYS 

Under  the  Council* s recuperative  holidays 
scheme,  patients  who  have  bean  ill,  either  at 
home  or  in  hospital,  can  be  provided  with  a 
recuperative  holiday  on  the  recommendation  of 
their  general  practitioner  or  the  hospital 
medical  officer©  During  the  year  holidays 
were  provided  for  25  persons© 
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CHIROPODY 

Under  the  Council fis  scheme  chiropody  is 
provided  for  the  elderly,  the  physically 
handicapped  and  expectant  mothers* 

Under  the  direct  scheme  there  is  a panel 
of  qualified  and  approved  chiropodists  to 
whose  surgeries  the  above  can  go  for 
chiropody  treatment-,.  In  addition,  the 
Council  has  th©  services  of  a Chiropodist 
who  undertakes  weekly  sessions  as  part  of 
the  Geriatric  Clinics  at  Cob ham,  Esher  and 
Molesey,  and  attends  from  time  to  time  on  a 
sessional  basis  at  three  of  the  Council1 s 
House  Mother  Schemes*.  The  Chiropodist  also 
undertakes  domiciliary  visits  to  patients 
who  are  unable  through  infirmity,  to  visit 
the  surgery  or  the  Clinic » 

Under  the  indirect  scheme,  chiropody 
sessions  ar©  provided  by  voluntary 
organisations,  there  being  five  sessions  a 
quarter  organised  by  the  British  Red  Gross 
Society  at  th©  Cob ham  Village  Kail,  and  a 
monthly  session  at  Oxshott  organised  by  the 
0*  Brian  Club* 

A charge  of  3s*  is  made  for  each  chiropody 
treatment  through  either  scheme,  and  the 
treatment  can  be  given  fra©  to  those  who  ar© 
unable  to  afford  the  charge* 
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Details  of  treatment  during  1967  under  both 
the  direct  and  indirect  Council  schemes  are

PREVENTION  OF  BREAK-UP  OF  FAMILIES 

The  number  of  families  notified  as  being  at 
risk  during  the  last  year  has  continued  to 
mount*  with  marital  difficulties  again  well  to 
the  forefront  as  one  of  the  chief  threats  to 
the  family* 


It  is  noteworthy  that  parents*  having 
received  help  with  one  set  of  problems*  feel 
encouraged  to  bring  other  difficulties  into 
the  open  and  this  accounts*  in  part*  for  the 
fact  that  some  families  tend  to  remain  on  the 
Register  over  a long  period.

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HEALTH  EDUCATION 

Throughout  the  year  the  district  had  the 
services  of  Mrs*  Riley*  Health  Visitor*  who  was 
able  to  devote  about  three-quarters  of  her  time 
to  planning  and  stimulating  a programme  of 
health  education*  She  had  a particular  liking 
and  talent  for  this  work  and*  through  her 
enthusiasm*  very  considerable  progress  was  made 
in  this  important  function  of  a Health 
Department*  Mrs*  Riley  was  provided  with  an 
office  and  workshop  where  she  gradually 
assembled  a considerable  stock  of  visual  aids 
and  equipment  which  was  always  available  to  all 
members  of  the  staff  for  use  in  connection  with 
any  talks  or  demonstrations  * She  also  played  a 
prominent  part  in  arranging  two  exhibitions  and 
a Smokers'  Advisory  Clinic*  She  created  from 
simple  materials  attractive  displays  whicn  were 
used  in  the  various  clinics • 

In  addition  to  all  this*  Mrs*  Riley  herself 
gave  numerous  talks  in  schools  and  to  local 
groups*  and  through  her  influence  and  enthusiasm 
the  importance  of  health  education  was  kept 
constantly  in  the  minds  of  all  members  of  staff e

A Five-Day  Smokers1  Advisory  Clinic  was  held 
at  Molesey  Clinic  during  the  first  week  of 
March*  The  course  was  provided  by  the  British 
Temperance  Society*  The  leaders  were 
Mr®  K o H * Gammon,  a Pastor  of  the  Seventh  Day 
Adventist  Church,  and  Dr®  L,G*  White,  a member 
of  the  same  Church*  Th®  Clinic  was  attended 
by  79  people  on  th©  first  evening,  and  an 
average  of  69  on  th©  succeeding  four  evenings® 
About  12  months  later  a questionnaire  was  sent

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CERVICAL  CYTOLOGY 

Ih.@  sessions  at  Moles ey  Clinic  for  taking 
cervical  sines rs  from  well  women  continued 
throughout  the  year*  Attendances  were  not 
very  good  and  it  was  found  necessary  to  send 
out  up  to  20  appointments  in  order  to  make 
up  a worth  while  attendance  of  eight* 

Carcinoma  of  the  cervix  occurs  most  frequently 
in  women  in  social  classes  111  and  IV*  and 
unfortunately  it  is  members  of  these  classes 
who  are  the  poorest  at tenders.  Further 
appointments  are  given  and  the  Health  Visitors 
endeavour  to  convince  these  mothers  of  the 
value  of  the  testa 

During  the  year  the  demand  for  this  service 
increased  in  other  parts  of  the  district  and  a 
second  session  was  established  at  the  Clinic  in 
Long  Ditt-on*  and  plans  were  made  for  another  at 
Cob  ham  to  begin  early  in  1968  9 

Facilities  for  the  expert  examination  of 
smears  increased  during  the  year*  An  excellent 
service  was  provided  by  Dr*  S3  Kays*  Consultant 
Cytologist,  St*  Luke ? s Hospital*  Guildford*  for 
several  months*  and  I was  then  asked  to  send 
all  smears  to  Dr.  Q*A:lh  Hussain*  Consultant 
Gytologist*  Sto  Stephen3 s Hospital*  S*Wo10#,  as 
Esher  district  is  part  of  his  catchment  area®

made  In  areas  where  public  transport  is  either 
sparse  or  non-existent*  In  this  way  it  has 
been  possible  to  accept  bookings  for  home 
confinements  in  all  parts  of  the  district* 

23  Home  Helps  wore  employed  by  the  end  of  the 
year*  The  majority  of  the  staff  have  ee 
employed  as  Home  Helps  over  a period  or  years 
and  have  shown  reliability  and  '.no roughness 
in  their  work.  There  was  a moderate  number 
of  staff  resignations  and  these  vacancies  wore 
filled  during  1967;  Although  the  number  of 
persons  receiving  assistance  increased  during 
1967 , the  Service  was  stretched,  thereby 
reducing  the  number  of  hours  already  allocated 
in  order  to  meet  the  demand,. 

Neighbourly  Help  Scheme 

In  1961  the  Home  Help  Service  was  extended 
by  the  introduction  ef  the  Neighbourly  Help 
Scheme,,  Under  this  scheme  neighbours  who  ar© 
willing  to  assist  old  people  living  alone,  or 
other  suitable  cases,  by  visiting  them 
frequently  during  the  day,  carrying  out  ouch 
jobs  as  preparing  meals,  lighting  fires,  doing 
shopping,  eto<> , can  be  given  a weekly  payment, 
which  varies  between  10® * and  £3*  I0s#  GkU 
according  to  the  amount  of  time  devoted.  This 
scheme  has  been  of  very  great  assistance,  and 
during  the  year  provided  help  for  33  cases  * 


MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICES 

Under  the  Mental  Health  Act  1959  the 
importance  of  the  care  of  the  mentally  ill,  or 
mentally  sub-normal,  within  the  community,  was 
stressed** 
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Th©  needs  of  residents  of  this  district  are 
covered  by  a team  of  appropriately  qualified 
officers,  who  are  based  at  Ashley  House,  Epsom, 
Th©  team  consists  of  an  Area  Mental  Welfare 
Officer  and  five  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  They 
cover  an  area  which  includes  Banstead,  Epsom, 
Leatnerhead  and  Esher®  Each  is  responsible  for 
statutory  duties  concerned  with  th©  admission 
to  hospital  of  mentally  ill  patients  under  the 
various  sections  of  th©  Act  and,  in  addition, 
they  are  also  responsible  for  th©  after-care  of 
parsons  within  the  community  who  have  been 
mentally  ill*  Patients  who  have  had  treatment 
in  hospital  and  who  are  discharged  home,  are 
notified  to  them®  They  visit  and  endeavour  to 
develop  a good  relationship,  provide  any 
assistance  and  help  with  employment  that  they 
may  need,  and  maintain  supervision  until  such 
time  as  the  patients  can  b©  considered 
completely  cured#  At  th©  end  of  the  year 
107  patients  in  Esh©r  wer©  being  visited  at 
home*

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Sub-normality  and  Severe  sub-normality 

Investigation  and  ascertainment  of  all  cases 
of  sub-normality  is  undertaken  by  one  of  th© 
Specialist  Medical  Officers  on  the  staff  of  the 
County  Council*  In  addition*  much  help  is 
obtained  from  hospitals  which  specialise  in 
these  conditions . These  hospitals  are  also 
often  most  helpful  in  arranging  short-term 
placements  in  oases  of  emergency  or  to  allow 
relatives  to  take  a holiday. 

The  Health  Visitors  supervise  the  welfare  of 
sub-normal  children  up  to  compulsory  school- 
leaving age.  Adult  sub-normals  are  visited  by 
the  Mental  Welfare  Officers* 

Special  Training  Schools  and 
Technical  Training  Centres 

The  purpose  of  these  centres  is  to  help  those 
who  ar@  sub-normal  to  develop  in  mind  and  body 
to  the  utmost  of  their  capacities*  The  object 
is  not  only  to  train  the  sub-normal  so  that  he 
is  readily  acceptable  within  th©  community*  but* 
in  addition*  to  make  him  capable  of  carrying  out 
useful  tasks  and*  in  fact,  to  earn  a livings 
From  a training  centre  a sub-normal  may  progress 
to  a sheltered  workshop  or  even  to  open  industry*

Molesey,  in  1966  with  the  object  of  helping  thos 
who  have  been  mentally  ill*  Mrs*  D,  Brace  is  tk 
voluntary  leader,  and  an  evening  session  is  held 
each  week*  A programme  of  activities  is 
decided  upon  by  the  members  and  about  twenty 
attend  regularly*  By  her  tact  and  enthusiasm 
Mrs*  Brace  has  made  this  into  a most  successful 
concern,  which  has  helped  many  who  have  been 
ill  to  regain  their  former  health  and  to  join, 
one©  more,  in  the  normal  activities  of  society. 

The  staff  of  the  Mental  Health  Department  ha'' 
co-operated  well  in  helping  to  make  a success 
of  this  project* 
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WELFARE  SERVICES 


The  Council  is  responsible  for  the  delegated 
welfare  services  (other  than  the  provision  of 
residential  accommodation)  for  tile  following 
categories  s- 

(a)  Blind® 

(b)  Deaf* 

(c)  Physically  Handicapped* 

(d)  Aged® 

(a)  Blind  and  Partially  Sighted  Persons 

Two-thirds  of  the  time  of  a Social  Welfare 
Officer  for  the  Blind  is  spent  helping 
registered  blind  and  partially  sighted  persons 
of  all  ages  to  adjust  themselves  to  their 
limited  vision  by  offering  services  to  help 
with  education,  rehabilitation,  training  and 
employment » 

Registration  is  of  a voluntary  nature  and 
every  effort  is  made  to  ensure  that  the  benefits 
of  registration  ar©  known  to  all  concerned* 

A handicraft  class,  organised  by  the  home 
visitor,  meets  fortnightly  in  Walton- on-T homes 
and  several  members  live  in  Esher  U*D.C*  area© 
There  is  a need  for  a social  club  in  the  area, 
and,  as  clubs  in  Surrey  are  organised  by 
voluntary  committees,  appeals  are  being  made  foi 
volunteers  to  organise  one  on  a monthly 
afternoon  basis© 
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The  Surrey  Voluntary  Association  for  the  Blind 
supplements  the  blind  welfare  service  by 
providing  grants  which  cannot  be  met  by  th© 
statutory  authority*  It  also  assists  in  the 
maintenance  of  wireless  sets  which  are 
provided  by  the  British  Wireless  for  the  Blind 
Fund  * 

Fees  are  paid  by  the  Council  to  the  National 
Library  for  the  Blind  in  respect  of  7 blind 
persons  who  are  supplied  with  Braille  and  Moon 
type  books, 

11  applications  were  made  to  the  Council  to 
pay  the  rental  on  Talking  Books,  This  is  a 
comparatively  new  service  available  to  those  in 
receipt  of  a supplementary  allowance  from  the 
Ministry  of  Social  Security*

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(b)  The  Deaf  and/or  Dumb  and  the 
Partially  Hearing 

The  Council  provides  the  services  of  a part- 
time  Social  Welfare  Worker  to  assist  residents 
who  coma  into  this  category* 

The  Royal  Association  in  Aid  of  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb  provides  for  the  spiritual  needs  of  the 
totally  deaf;  the  Middlesex  and  Surrey  League 
for  the  Hard  of  Hearing  are  agents  for  the 
County  Council , and  provide  social  clubs  for 
the  hard  of  hearing* 


The  Social  Worker  maintains  a Register  of 
Deaf  and  Dumb  persons , visits  them  in  their 
homes,  gives  assistance  regarding  employment 
and  family  problems,  and  acts  as  interpreter 
in  hospitals,  courts,  etc*  She  also  attends 
a club  for  the  youthful  deaf  and  dumb  in 
Surbiton  and  a Darby  and  Joan  Club  in  the 
sam©  district*  The  members  make  their  own 
arrangements  for  transport* 

In  addition,  she  assists  the  hard  of 
hearing  with  problems  in  respect  of  their 
hearing  aids* 

On  the  3lst  December,  1967,  the  register

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(c)  The  Physically  Handicapped 

The  Social  Workers  have  been  successful  in 
obtaining  funds  from  various  organisations  for 
expenses  not  covered  by  the  statutory  services,. 
These  included  provision  of  a private  daily 
nurse,  installation  of  a telephone  with 
emergency  call  system  for  a chair-bound  house- 
wife alone  all  day,  a grant  to  cover  extra 
nourishment  and  fuel,  and  money  to  settle 
outstanding  bills  where  the  breadwinner  had 
lost  his  livelihood* 


An  important  aspect  of  the  work  is  the 
support  of  relatives  and  others  who  care  for  the 
disabled  in  their  own  homes  under  conditions  of 
abnormal  strain  and  tension,  and  we  should  not 
lose  sight  of  the  fact  that  domiciliary  care 
relieves  the  pressure  on  hospital  beds.

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VOLUNTARY  SERVICES 
Meals  on  Wheels 

The  W.ReV.S.  provide  this  service  to  cover 
the  needs  of  elderly  and  disabled  residents 
living  in  the  northern  part  of  the  district * 
Hot  meals  are  delivered  on  Mondays * Wednesdays 
and  Fridays*  and  the  standard  charge  of 
Is.  9dt  can  be  reduced  or  waived  in  special 
cases o.  During  the  year  11*704  meals  were 
prepared  in  the  kitchen  provided  by  the  Old 
People’s  Welfare  Council*  and  were  delivered 
to  those  in  receipt  of  the  service* 

This  is  a service  which  does  an  immense 
amount  to  preserve  the  health  and  well-being 
of  those  who  are  frail  or  infirm*  and  the 
volunteers  who  work  tirelessly  throughout  the 
year  deserve  great  credit* 

The  British  Red  Cross  Society  provide  a 
smaller  service  for  the  residents  of  Cobham* 
Stoke  D’Abernon  and  Qxshott.  During  the  year 
663  meals  were  prepared  and  transported  to  the 
homes  of  the  recipients* 

In  addition*  475  meals  were  prepared  by 
the  Housemothers  at  two  of  the  Housemother 
Schemes*  and  provided  for  the  residents  at 
the  standard  charge.. 

These  services  are  subsidised  by  the  Esher 
Old  People’s  Welfare  Council* 
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G lubs 

Numerous  clubs  are  provided  throughout  th© 
district  by  local  voluntary  organisations*  They 
ar©  chiefly  for  those  who  ar©  tt  mobile11  and  able 
to  attend  without  assistance,  but,  in  addition, 
many  of  them  male©  arrangements  so  that  those  who 
are  unable  to  make  the  journey  through  infirmity 
or  other  handicap  can  be  transported  to  and 
from  th©  club* 


The  British  Bed  Gross  Society  organise  a 
Club  for  the  Physically  Handicapped  which  is  held 
in  King  George 8 s Hall,  Esher,  every  month*  A 
high  proportion  of  those  who  attend  are 
transported,,  The  Club  provides  an  excellent 
opportunity  for  members  to  make  friends  and 
to  take  part  in  various  activities  and 
occupations® 


Th©  Council* • Social  Workers  for  the 
Physically  Handicapped  find  that,  through  this 
Club,  they  are  able  to  maintain  contact  with 
many  of  those  who  are  on  the  register* 

Home  Visiting  Service 

This  operates  throughout  the  district  with 
th©  encouragement  of  the  Old  People 8 s Welfare 
Council*  The  scheme  is  entirely  voluntary  and 
comprises  an  organiser  in  each  locality  and  a 
group  of  visitors* 

Visitors  alleviate  the  loneliness  of  those 
who  live  alone,  and  inform  them  of  facilities 
available*  They  are  in  a position  to  call 
upon  the  statutory  services  when  they  appear  to 
be  required,  and  for  medical  aid  in  case  of  need®

The  nurseries  and  the  child  minders  ar© 
inspected,  both  by  Assistant  Medical  Officers 
and  by  Health  Visitors,  at  regular  periods 
throughout  the  year*  Such  inspections  have 
shown  that  a most  satisfactory  standard  has 
been  maintained  in  each  case* 

In  the  majority  of  cases  children  are 
received  during  mornings  only,  and  mid-day 
meals  are  not  served*  In  a few  cases  child 
minders  will  care  for  the  children  throughout 
the  day,  which  can  be  of  great  benefit  to  the 
mother  who  must  work,  or  where  there  is 
illness  in  the  home* 
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There  is  no  official  Da/  Nursery 
accommodation  in  the  Urban  District*  and 
those  provided  in  neighbouring  areas  are 
generally  too  far  away  to  be  of  value* 
However*  the  Council’s  policy  of  paying 
the  fees  of  private  nurseries  or  child 
minders  in  special  cases  of  need, 
provides  a partial  solution  to  this 
problem*  The  matter  of  paying  or 
subsidising  such  fees  is  based  on  the 
County  Council’s  policy  as  regards 
admission  to  its  own  Day  Nurseries*

General  Medical  Clinics  ar©  provided  at 
which  a school  child  can  consult  a doctor

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(b)  Ophthalmic  Clinics 

The  Moles ey,  Esher  and  Cobham  Clinics  are 
both  equipped  to  enable  an  ophthalmic  surgeon 
to  undertake  the  examination  of  the  eyes  of 
pupils  who  appear  to  have  defective  vision. 

The  work  of  the  Eye  Clinics  is  set  out  in  Table  F*

This  work  is  undertaken  by  Speech  Therapists 
at  the  Clinics  at  Moles ey,  Long  Ditton,  Esher 
and  Cobham*  It  is  of  great  importance  that 
defects  of  speech  should  be  discovered  and 
treated  with  as  little  delay  as  possibles 
Treatment  is  often  prolonged  and  only  six  or 
seven  children  can  be  provided  for  in  one 
session* 

During  the  year  97  cases  were  under  treatment 
at  the  various  Clinics* 

(c)  Special  Audiology  and  Hearing  Defect 
Therapy  Clinics 

In  addition  to  the  routine  screening  for 
hearing  defects  at  infancy  and  the  routine 
audiometry  of  school  children  at  6-7  years,  the 
County  Council  have  a Specialist  Audiologist  to 
supervise  and  co-ordinate  the  medical  services 
for  children  with  hearing  and  speech  defects* 
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Dr*  B©ymon,  the  assistant  to  Dr*  Beet,  the 
County  Audiologist , conducts  special  clinics  at 
which  the  peripatetic  Teacher  for  the  Deaf 
attends  and  to  which  all  children  with  any

10* FOOT  HYGIENE 

During  November  and  December  arrangements  were1 
made  for  the  Gounty  Chiropodist  to  attend  four 
secondary  schools  in  the  district  at  times  when 
an  Assistant  Medical  Officer  was  carrying  out 
routine  medical  inspections  in  the  older  age 
group* 

At  these  inspections  the  County  Chiropodist 
was  able  to  make  a careful  examination  of  the 
feet  and  footwear  of  263  children,  and  he 
reported  as  follows

good;?  only  14  oases  of  poor  hygien©  being  noted

Heating,  lighting,  ventilation,  congestion, 
and  special  disabilities  such  as  draughts, 
condensation,  dampness  and  noise*  Th© 
suitability  or  otherwise  ©f  drinking  water  cups, 
and  soma  drinking  water  fountains,  the  adequacy 
of  cloakroom  and  washing  facilities,  together 
with  the  condition  and  accessibility  of 
sanitary  accommodation*  Consideration  was  given 
to  school  milk  delivery  points,  drainage,  refuse 
storage,  and  access  for  delivery  vehicles 
coupled  with  car  parking  and  th©  safety  of  pupils. 

Recommendations  have  been  mad©  and  have 
resulted  in  alterations  at  various  school 
premises « In  addition  a new  sanitary  block  was 
installed  at  St,  Mary* s Church  of  England 
Junior  School,  Long  Bit ton,  Th©  building  of  th© 
new  Esher  Church  of  England  Primary  School  was

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12,  HANDICAPPED  PUPILS 

A very  important  part  of  th@  work  of  the 
School  Health  Service  is  the  early  ascertain- 
ment of  the  children  who  have  physical  or 
mental  defects 0 

The  general  policy  is  that  wherever  possible 
a child  shall  be  educated  in  an  ordinary 
school*  Whan  the  handicap  is  such  that  special 
education  is  considered  essential*  the  case 
must  be  very  carefully  assessed  with  assistance 
from  experts  in  each  particular  field* 

Where  special  education  in  a day  school  is 
considered  suitable*  the  cas©  is  referred  to 
the  District  Education  Officer*  who  makes  the 
necessary  arrangements*  including  the  provision 
of  transport* 


Admission  to  residential  special  schools  is 
arranged  by  the  Chief  Education  Officer  at 
County  Hall, 

Table  V shows  that  there  were  168  children 
on  the  Handicapped  Pupils5  Register  at 
31st  December  1967* 

The  names  and  addresses  of  physically 
handicapped  children  are  passed  to  the 
appropriate  Social  Worker  so  that  she  can  get 
to  know  them  and  give  some  thought  to  their 
future  lives 0 At  about  age  13  the  intention 
is  that  sh©  shall  maintain  close  contact  and 
ansur©  that  these  children  are  guided  into 
the  most  suitable  occupation*  with  or 
without  special  training® 
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13,  PROMOTION  OF  HEALTH 
Health  Education  in  Schools 

Reference  Is  mad©  to  Health  Education 
in  Part  II  of  the  Report.  From  this  it 
will  be  seen  that  quit©  considerable 
programmes  of  health  education  were  under- 
taken at  certain  of  the  schools.  Children 
of  secondary  school  age  are  clearly 
excellent  subjects  for  health  education  in 
all  its  aspects*  and  it  is  hop©d  that 
gradually  time  will  be  found  for  its 
inclusion  in  the  curriculum  of  each
